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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  FIRE  CHIEF 


In  submitting  my  annual  report  as  Fire  Warden  and 
Fire  Chief,  for  the  year  1943,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  state  that 
we  did  not  have  any  bad  fires  during  the  year.  We  had  five 
brush  fires,  two  of  which  were  in  spruce  swamp,  and  could 
have  been  serious  forest  fires,  but  due  to  prompt  action  by 
Acting  Warden  Clarence  Philbrick  and  the  fire  department, 
these  two  fires  were  extinguished  and  only  burned  a  half 
acre  per  fire. 

We  had  several  chimney  fires  during  the  year  and  were 
fortunate  in  not  having  any  house  ifires.     The  Spaulding  & 
Frost  factory  caught  fire  but  due  to  the  sprinkler  system 
and  help  from  every  one  present  the  damage  was  small. 
REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Crises  like  the  present  test  the  quality  and  sincerity  of 
everyone's  patriotism  and  citizenship.  The  times  make  such 
unavoidable  demands  for  universal  cooperation  in  the  many 
lines  of  essential  regular  and  emergency  public  endeavor 
that  the  response  given  may  well  be  assumed  to  be  the  real 
measure  of  one's  love  of  country  and  his  appreciation  of 
the  opportunities  it  offers.  Ranking  high  in  the  list  of  pub- 
lic endeavor  is  the  protection  of  our  forests  from  fire.  It 
calls  for  full  and  generous  cooperation  by  each  of  us.  Fire 
statistics  indicate  that  better  than  98  per  cent  of  all  fires  in 
New  Hampshire  are  man-caused.  If  human  carelessness 
could  be  eliminated  from  the  problem,  the  number  of  fires 
would  drop  to  a  mere  minimum  of  less  than  2  per  cent  of 
present  figures  and  fire  costs  and  losses  would  reduce  in 
proportion.  While  this  goal  will  not  be  achieved  because 
of  the  perversity  of  human  nature,  the  record  can  be  vastly 
improved  through  individual  discipline,  alertness  i'  and 
cooperation. 

Discipline  calls  for  personal  restraint  from  following  un- 
restricted natural  impulses  to  do  as  one  pleases  with  regard 
to  fire ;  alertness  in  cautioning  others  against  imprudent  and 
illegal  burning  and  in  promptly  reporting  fires  to  the  local 
forest   fire  warden;  cooperation   in  complying  with   laws, 
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rules,  and  regulations  governing  the  kindling  and  care  of 
fires,  smoking,  safety  of  mechanical  units  using  fire  in  and 
near  woodlands  and  assisting  the  local  warden  in  extinguish- 
ing such  fires  as  may  occur. 

The  possibilities  of  disastrous  and  expensive  woods  fires 
are  constantly  becoming  more  real.  The  hurricane  felled  an 
estimated  one  and  one-half  billion  board  feet  of  standing 
timber,  much  of  which  was  never  cleaned  up.  To  this  haz- 
ard has  been  and  is  being  added  extensive  areas  of  slash 
from  additional  hundreds  of  millions  cut  to  produce  vitally 
needed  wood  for  the  war  effort.  With  the  stage  so  set, 
greater  caution  is  increasingly  necessary.  It  will  pay  sub- 
stantial dividends  in  unburned  forest  areas  and  the  saving 
of  unnecessary  fire  expense. 

The  year  1943  was  an  extremely  fortunate  one  because 
of  favorable  weather  conditions.  Many  towns  had  no  fires, 
some  had  minor  fires  while  a  few  had  expensive  ones.  The 
public  controls  the  answer  to  the  1944  and  future  years' 
fire  records.  If  the  public  is  careful  and  cooperative  the 
record  will  be  good. 

Your  town  warden  is,  perhaps,  more  perplexed  and 
anxious  during  these  war  years  tharij  ever  before  because 
of  increased  forest  fire  hazards  and  diminishing  supplies  of 
available  man-power.  He  looks  directly  to  you  to  aid  him. 
Will  you?  You  can  aid  him  most  effectively  by  always 
securing  the  required  permit  before  attempting  to  burn  and 
by  complying  fully  with  permit  requirements ;  by  being  pa- 
tient when  he  advises  of  departmental  restrictions  on  permit 
burning  or  that  he  deems  it  unsafe  to  burn ;  and  by  giving 
him  the  needed  assistance  in  extinguishing  fires  when  he 
needs  your  help.  To  do  so  is  to  meet  one  real  test  of 
citizenship.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Fremont : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

As  we  all  realize,  the  past  school  year  has  been  during 
one  of  the  most  critical  war  periods  we  have  experienced. 
Schools  have  been  affected  because  of  trying  mental-strains 
on  the  part  of  parents,  children  and  teachers  as  well  as  by 
the  prevalent  lack  of  normal  home  life  caused  by  industrial 
boom  and  increased  employment  of  adult  members  of  the 
family.  Children  have  been  handicapped  in  many  instances 
by  having  been  left  more  "on  their  own".  Those  under  the 
age  of  10  who  lack  supervision  and  parental  guidance  at 
home  today  may  be  the  real  problems  tomorrow.  Some  say, 
"It's  Adult  Delinquency" !  However,  it  appears  that  all  are 
attempting  to  make  the  best  of  the  situation  and  are  looking 
ahead  to  renewed  normal  times  with  optimism  and 
enthusiasm. 

To  refute  the  often  repeated  statements  by  high  admin- 
istrative officials  that  the  people  do  not  seem  to  be  conscious 
of  or  sufficiently  realistic  in  their  attitude  toward  the  awful- 
ness  of  this  global  war,  Dr.  Moehlman  in  "The  Nations 
Schools"  magazine  for  February  1944,  makes  the  following 
statements :  "No  nation  on  the  face  of  the  earth  has  ever 
undergone  so  complete  and  rapid  a  transition  from  highly 
organized  pacifism  to  war  in  so  short  a  time.  No  people  has 
ever  voluntarily  given  so  much  of  its  income  through  self- 
taxation  and  voluntary  savings  to  the  support  of  war  effort." 

Today  our  soldiers  are  fighting  in  practically  every  part 
of  the  world  to  restore  peace  and  freedom. 

Tomorrow  the  students  who  are  now  in  our  schools  must 
help  to  solve  the  tremendous  problems  involved  if  that  peace 
is  to  be  made  permanent.     Our  country  will  need  informed, 
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enlightened  and  devoted  citizens  then,  as  much  as  it  needs 
trained,  loyal  and  courageous  soldiers  now. 

Boys  and  girls,  who  in  other  times  would  have  completed 
their  elementary  and  high  school  training,  are  novv^  leaving 
school  in  large  numbers.  In  some  communities,  the  exodus 
from  school  has  reached  proportions  alarming  to  those  con- 
cerned with  the  success  of  the  war  effort  and  for  the  long- 
time effort  of  youth. 

The  motives  which  cause  pupils  to  leave  school  are  under- 
standable— attractions  of  high  wages,  desire  tO'  do  something 
definite  to  help  win  the  war,  the  influence  of  the  example  of 
others  who  have  left,  and  the  inducements  of  those  who  do 
not  realize  the  value  of  increased  schooling.  It  is  generally 
agreed  by  army  and  civilian  authorities  that  the  greatest 
service  which  boys  and  girls  of  sixteen  and  seventeen  can 
render  to  the  war  effort  is  to  get  ready  for  national  service 
in  the  armed  forces,  in  war  production,  in  civilian  war 
agencies  or  in  specialized  training  by  continuation  of  regular 
schooling  at  least  until  high  school  graduation.  From  the 
financial  standpoint,  a  Research  Bulletin  of  the  National 
Education  Association  presents  the  following:  "Time  and 
money  invested  in  education  brings  handsome  economic  re- 
turn. The  probable  life  earnings  of  a  typical  elementary, 
high  school  and  college  graduate  in  comparison  to  the  re- 
quired schooling  is  shown  below. 

Schooling  Period  of  zvork  Total  earnings 

Elementary  46  years   (14  to  60)  $64,000 

High  School  42  years   (18  to  60)  88,000 

College  38  years   (22  to  60)  160,000 

Text-books :  More  world-mindedness  is  being  developed 
in  our  older  children  by  more  careful  selection  of  subject 
matter  by  text-book  writers — a  fact  which  will  ultimately 
develop  the  power  to  think  out  the  relation  of  facts  to  the 
actual  interests  of  the  entire  world.  It  is  probably  not  an 
exaggeration  to  say  that  this  world-mindedness  is  growing 
with  every  passing  week.     In  our  own  schools,  perhaps  one 
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of  the  greatest  improvements  in  study  materials  has  been 
the  continuation,  as  finances  would  permit,  of  the  new  read- 
ing system  which  was  started  two  years  ago.  Anyone 
familiar  with  the  new  reading  materials  in  contrast  with  the 
old  texts  can  readily  see  the  stimulating  advantages  to  the 
younger  children. 

School  Buildings :  Several  minor  repairs  were  made  dur- 
ing the  past  summer  and  the  buildings  are  in  good  general 
repair.  Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  imprbve  the  lighting. 
However,  the  need  for  a  new  school  is  still  evident.  We 
note  from  observation  and  from  publications  that  most 
communities  have  kept  their  school  buildings  on  a  par  with, 
or  even  ahead  of  the  average  home  in  the  community. 
School  buildings  are  a  means  to  an  end;  they  should  be 
media  for  the  progress  of  human  development. 

Through  participation  in  the  "Schools-at-War"  program 
the  children  have  assumed  attitudes  of  cooperation  in  addi- 
tion lk)  material  help  of  buying  war  savings  stamps  and 
bonds,  the  latter  of  which  we  hope  will  develop  into  habits 
of  thriftiness.  The  teachers  should  be  commended  for 
their  efforts  in  this  program.  It  is  interesting  to  note;  that 
during  the  present  school  year  $915.10  has  been  invested 
in  war  savings  by  the  pupils.  $425.10  in  the  Grammar,  an 
average  of  $14.17  per  pupil;  $220  in  the  Pine  and  $270  in 
the  South  Road  School.  School  children  have  participated 
in  paper  and  metal  salvage  campaigns.  In  the  recent  sal- 
vage drive  the  grammar  school  pupils  sold  one  ton  of  news- 
papers, 1/2  ton  of  magazines  and  10  bags  of  rags.  They 
have  received  a  citation  from  thd  U.  S.  Treasury  for  their 
part  in  the  War  Effort. 

The  children  of  the  Grammafl  and  Primary  Schools  have 
donated  $8.69  and  $18.77  respectively  for  the  Infantile 
Paralysis  Drive  in  the  "March  of  Dimes  Campaign". 

Shortly  after"  the  distribution  of  War  Ration  Book  No.  4 
Chester  Bowles,  Acting  Administrator  for  the  Office  of 
Price  Administration  wrote,  "The  distribution  of  War  Ra- 
tion Book  4  has  been  carried\)ut  with  dispatch  and  precision. 
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We  are  indebted  again,  as  we  have  been  in  the  past,  to  the 
school  officials  and  teachers  of  the  nation — I  feel  sure  that 
they  will  be  relieved  to  know  that  the  task  will  not  have  to 
be  repeated  soon".  Other  volunteers  who  helped  in  this  task 
should  also  be  commended. 

About  fifty  percent  of  the  teachers  in  Supervisory  Union 
No.  14  were  new  to  their  respective  positions  this  year. 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Jackson  of  Raymond  finished  the  school 
year  1942-1943  as  the  teacher  of  the  Primary  School  after 
the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Helen  Amazeen.  This  year,  Mrs. 
Hazel  Robbins  very  ably  organized  and  carried  on  the  work 
in  that  school  for  a  several  weeks'  period  after  which  Miss 
Barbara  George  of  Fremont  has  been  the  teacher.  There 
were  no  other  teacher  changes  in  Fremont. 

Standardized  tests  have  been  administered  to  all  pupils 
above  grade  one :  this  provides  a  means  whereby  their 
achievement  may  be  checked  with  their  ability  as  well  as 
providing  for  diagnosis  of  individual  pupil  difficulties.  This 
latter  fact  makes  it  possible  to  know  where  and  in  what 
fields  additional  drill  would  be  most  helpful. 

William  Burleigh  was  the  only  pupil  in  Fremont  who  had 
perfect  attendance  during  the  past  school  year.  The  total 
average  attendance  was  very  good  considering  the  sickness 
that  was  prevalent  during  the  year.  The  large'  number  of 
tardinesses  per  pupil  was  caused  by  frequent  tardiness  on 
the  part  of  a  very  few  pupils.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  TEACHER 


To  the  Superiniendcnt  and  School  Board  of  Fremont,  New 
Hampshire,  I  hereby  submit  a  report  of  activity  in  music 
for  the  year  1942-1943: 

The  time  allotment  for  Fremont  is  one-half  hour  per  week 
for  each  room. 

In  teaching  music  in  the  primary  grades  there  are  two 
principal  aims.  First,  to  teach  a  sufficient  number  of  simple 
rote  songs  to  give  the  child  an  opportunity  to  become  con- 
scious of  his  singing  voice  and  through  this  to  become  aware 
of  pleasant  light  tone  and  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  in- 
dividual singing.  This  in  addition  to  the  pleasure  derived 
from  singing  a  familiar  song  alone  or  in  chorus.  The  second 
aim  is  to  introduce  note  reading.  We  plan  to  accomplish 
only  the  simplest  note  reading  at  this  point,  consisting  for 
the  most  part  of  tonic  chords  and  simple  scale  passages  while 
the  theory  consists  mainly  of  a  knowledge  of  the  position  of 
the  tonic,  the  upper  half  of  the  measure  signature  and  the 
notations  for  one,  two,  three  and  four  beat  notes. 

In  grades  five,  six,  seven  and  eight,  the  singing  is  by  note, 
with  the  exception  of  occasional  holiday  or  folk  songs.  Songs 
are  in  one  or  two  parts.  Six  eight  measure,  the  simple  use 
of  chromatics  found  in  songs  sung,  simple  triplet  groups,  let- 
ters on  the  degrees  of  the  staff  and  all  the  symbols  of  nota- 
tion as  found  in  the  songs  make  up  the  greater  part  of  the 
theory.  From  year  to  year  and  in  the  different  schools  it 
may  be  found  feasible  to  put  more  emphasis  on  note  singing 
or  rote  singing  but  the  above  is  the  general  plan  we  try  to 
follow.
